Dismay at the ease with which 
the Japanese forces have brushed 
aside the half-hearted opposition 
in Jehol will, perhaps, be tem- 
pered in responsible . Chinese 
minds with relief at the thought 
that much-needed money will not 
be in danger of diversion for 
support of a fruitless military 
adventuré. ‘The statements that, 
with the ‘complete assertion of 
Manchukuo's de facto hold over 
dehol by grace of tho Japanese 
General “Staff, extension of 
hostilities beyond the Great Wall 
is not intended, bear every im 
press of sincerity. This is more 
confidently felt’ because the 
swiftness of the debacle ought ta 
eliminate factors which might 
have militated against limitation 
‘of the movements of Japanese 
troops. ‘This journal has never 
concealed the view that, political- 
ly and tactically, even a show of 
resistance in Jehol was a mi 
take—an understandable mi 
take but mainly in the light 
of theoretical notions of pre- 
stige. So long as the offic 
policy of the Government. wi 
to encourage the idea of re- 
sistance it was impossible for 
the commentator to expound 
fully the reasons for holding 
that an unusually. vain effort 
was “being . attempted Lack 
of funds and, within certain 
limits, inferiority in auipment, 
would not of themselves dictate 
inaction. The pivotal require. 
ments were unity of purpose and 





























loyalty to that purpose. No 
blame can be attached to the 
Japanese for exploiting the 


possibilities of an elaborate spy 
system, linked up with the offer 
of financial inducements to those 
who wore ready to desert to the 
winning side at the appropriate 
moment. In politics and 
diplomacy the process of keep- 
ing a foot in both camps can be 
sometimes indefinitely prolonged, 
Once the test of military opera- 
tions ix applied that "process 





becomes a bluff which sooner or 
ter has to be called, 
The significant feature of 


events in the North during the 
ast few months has not been the 
desperate effort of the local au 
thorities to keep in touch with 
Nanking and to maintain an 
uttitude of resistance in Jehol. 
Ht has rather been found in the 
marked aloofness of two im- 
portant military leaders: General 
Chiang Kai-shek and General 
Man Fu-chu. The Generalissimo 
may bo criticised for not having 
more definitely used the weight 
of his expert knowledge to insist 
on the hopelessness of | the 
plan for opposing Japan's clock. 
work advance. Ho can at least 
argue that he refrained from 
uiving personal endorsement to 
that plan, Anywhere else his 
studied absorption in the com- 
munist campaign for the last 
year would have been regarded 
a3 the plainest of plain hints. 
General Han Fucchu, lately 
strengthened in his command of 
Shantung, has maintained a 
correct devotion to his provincial 
duties. He has shown nb 
tendency to give Japanese policy 
in Jehol any colour of sympathy. 
He has contented himself how- 
ever with keeping Shantung free 
from the turmoil in the neigh- 
Vouring provinces. Having re- 
gard to tho terrain and making 
all allowances for the defects of 
Chinese military organisation, 
there can be little doubt that a 
real resistance could have been 
staged in Jehol. It required the 
fervour of national conviction, 
the welding power of a united 
determination, from which all 
personal prejudices, all selfish 
pecuniary anxieties had been 
exorcised, Above all, it demand- 
ed from the people of Jehol the 



































belief that the administration to 
be defended was worth defend- 
jing. Had those conditions pre- 
vaiied the Japanese troops would 
e- been compelled to rely 
solely on their own military skill 
fand ‘courage for the successful 
accomplishment of a then 
most difficult” task. It were 
Ungracious, at this moment of 
defeat, to cavil at the frantic 
jefforts made by representatives 
of the Chinese Government to 
galvanise the forces in the field 
into some appearance of unity 
land cohesion. They must have 
been aware of the slenderness of 
the hopes which they place? in 
the staunchness of certain 
Headers. They perhaps deceived 
‘themselves although it may be 
doubted whether they deceived 
many others. They may have 
gambled on some early miracle 
to tighten up the execedingly 
slack bonds of association in a 
forlorn hope. From many points 
of view they are to be con- 
Jgratulated on the rapidity of 
disillusionment. ‘The serious- 
ness of the problem facing 
Peking, now that large numbers 
‘of defeated soldiery have been 
driven over the Great Wall, will 
be recognised. It is no’ new 
Problem; Peking is well-prepar- 
fed, if naturally anxious. 

The responsibilities now rest- 
ing on the Government at Nan- 
king are heavy. Sympathy can- 
Rot be withheld by those who 
have appreciated the eruelty of 
the dilemma in which that Gov- 
ernment has been placed. Men 
lof ability and resource find in 
the extremity of defeat inspira- 
tlon for recovery. It is one of 
the most steadfast qualities in 
human nature. Jehol presents 
t least this opportunity: fantasy 
can be withdrawn .from con- 
ion of its immediate fate. 
Realities can be given their due. 
There is no need for the Govern- 
ment of China to waste time over 
self-reproach. It would be fatal 
for it to ruminate over wrongs 
which it cannot redress. By 
determined concentration of all 
its energies on. the clementary 
problem of cutting losses, it ean 

its self-respect and 
actually lay the foundations of 
fa better national structure. The 
first step must be to liquidate 
its relations with Japan. Diplo- 
matic contact has not been 
broken but it requires to be 
promptly intensified. 
that some show of resistance 
will secure a more advantageous 
settlement has again been tested 
‘and refuted. Japan has solid 
reasons for desiring to make the 
process as easy 
ong as her acti m is in 
essence safeguarded. Her trade 
relations with China of them- 
selves provide inducement for 
coming to terms. The situation 
demands from both, as from all 
concerned, the elimination of the 
factor of resentment or reproach 
43 a basis of policy. If only be- 
cause Chinese and Japanese 
have to work side by’ side, 
have to trade with each other 
and, in so doing, have to 
Preserve a common ‘amity with 
the nations represented in. their 
midst, this practical frame of 
mind ‘is to be commended. It 
may be unpalatable to one side 
or the other to have to forego 
the luxury of justifying its 
Fespective policy. ‘That arid 
loccupation should give place to 
an eager eye on the future. - It 
is not too much to say that 
[Japan's own interests will incline 
her to be receptive of proposals 
for strengthening the position of 
Chinese authorities who are pre- 
pared to shoulder the pressing 
burdens of reconstruction and: 
rehabilitation in a spirit of real 
statesmanship. Even the bit- 
terest critics of the Government 
at Nanking cannot deny to it 
the credit of having manfully 
tackled appalling — difficulties 
which would have 
Yesources and skill of Govern- 
ments of far greater experience. 
On its errors there is no need to. 
dilate; at a time of travail crrors 
always stand nakedly clear in 
reproach. They can be used 
fruitfully in only one way: to 
inspire prompt remedial action. 
Tn many’ a nation’s history it has 
been from disaster that success 
has sprung.

It certainly 
has ‘made it impossible for any 
Chinese apologist, however, 
jeestatic, to be under illusions 
regarding the relative merits of 
the Chinese and Japanese troops 
|—or rather of the organisations 
behind them, Mr. Soong is saying 
jin far blunter terms what this 
journal said yesterday in exam. 
ing the causes of the Jehol 
debacle, ‘The frankness which 
gives him authority thus to 
indict his military colleagues 
may perhaps carry him further 
to critical assessment of the 
jextent to which the civil element 
in the Government must share 
the blame. Taking the events of 
last year in Shanghai referred to 
by Mr. Soong with pardonable 
ride, it may be urged th 
jalthough the defence of Chapel 
by the 19th Route Army aroused 
fnthusiagm and no little samira 
ion, it lamentably ex the 
deficiencies which ‘Mtr.

ernment are free, after making| 
due reckoning in’ the diplomatic 
sense with the Japanese authori- 
ties, to attend to lamentable ex- 
amples of the breakdown of pro-| 
vineial administration.

‘beyond doubt; so, happily, is 
the well-knit determination of a 
‘resourceful nation to overcome 
at. Mr, Roosevelt is that sati 
Zactory creature: an able politi- 
‘cian who is also entitled to the 
mame of gentleman. He has 
ipolitical grit; it is matched by 
personal courage of a high order. 
Mwelve yeurs ago, after a swim 
in ice-cold water, he was smitten 
by disease which crippled hiro. 
Tt seemed as if the end of a 
promising career had come. The 
man, elected as Senator before 
he was thirty, appointed Under- 
Secretary to the Navy by Pre- 
ident Woodrow Wilson and 
‘assured of further advancement, 
was not the type to take fate’s 
challenge meekly. Franklin 
Roosevelt submitted to severe 
‘treatment and, in seven years 
time, he was virtually convales- 
cent: He had returned to his 
Ww practice even in his crippled 
fate, In 1928 he actually be- 
came Governor of New York. 
‘His four years’ term was marked 
by dificult conditions which 
brought out qualities of real 
merit, Not the least of them 
was the application of practical 
measures for the relief of un- 
‘employment. Moreover Mr. 
Roosevelt showed the sound 
Instinct of choosing the best 
‘available men to help him in his 
‘administration. 

Tt may be urged that the deci- 
‘sion which calls him to assume 
office to-day is based fundamen- 
tally on dissatisfaction with 
twelve years of Republican 
administration and is less a 
tribute to the man than a demand 
for new measures. That would 
ibe too superficial a view. It has 
‘been~said by x. “competent 
observer that a big factor in the 
‘success of the Democratic candi- 
Mate in the Presidential election 
was his personality as 

“a public man of proved  com- 

petenco and character, and—for 

The first time in a generation— 

‘one who, gives. to his fellow 

eltizens the heartening pieture of

Tt may be suggested too that no 
little significance attached to 
‘Mr. Roosevelt’s own success. in 
pvercoming what, to * another 
Joss determined man, raight have 
been a crushing handicap. The 
dame spirit is truly needed in the 
Presidency to-day when the 
angers of the world-situation 
are reflected by serious economic 
jperplexities in America itself. 
{he constitutional system con- 
fronted Mr. Roosevelt with the 
awkward problem of tiding over 
‘the months between his election 
and his assumption of office, In 
normal times this wouk) be a 
placid interlude. Looking across 
the Atlantic Mr, Roosevelt was 
‘goon uncomfortably aware of the 
fact that Europe was turning 
insistent glances on the Pre- 
sident-olect. His first impulse 
to disclaim responsibility during 
the interregnum was a natural 
and prudent device for gaining 
time, He permitted himself 
‘renthing space and then pro- 
ceeded, with President Hoover's 
cooperation, to compromise be- 
tween complete repudiation of 
parentage and precipitate ac- 
Reptance of responsibility for the 
‘urgent problem of the war debts. 
ihe weeks have slipped by: they 
have involved precious’ loss of 
time, in view of the importance 
‘of the World Economic Con- 
ference,, yot to be staged. Mr. 
Roosevelt has, however, done his 
Dest to minimise the dangers 
‘and his administration now takes 
office with everything cut and 
dried for immediate tackling of 
‘the tasks before it. Mr. Roosevelt 
has shown a’ characteristi 
avoidance of flourish. The.qual 
ties of the Governor of New 
York may find full scope in the 
President's office. He starts his 
term, prognant. as it. is with 
possibilities in which the whole 
world as well as the United 
States of America is vitally 
Interested, with a magnificent 
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backing of popular opinion, He 
will have no hostile Senate or, 
House of Representatives to out- 
manoeuvre. He has been able 
to select his Cabinet without 
excessive regard to purely 
political considerations. He has 
free hands and a mandate to 
pull America through her present 
troubles. 

No service is rendered by 
suggesting that the position can 
be ‘thus simply defined. ‘The 
main issue is economic. Despite 
his apparent independence, Mtr. 
Roosevelt has to reckon with the 
ingrained habits of thought 
which have in some measure 
enhanced America’s. difficu 
The problems of war debts and 
tariffs lend themselves to no 
easy short cut.in solution be- 
cause of those habits. Mr. 
Roosevelt will realise that until 
‘a workable settlement has been 
finally reached in regard to the 
war debts, the World Economic 
Conference cannot start its 
Jabours with any hope of success. 
The restoration of currency 
stability and the termination of 
the present stagnation of trade 
depend mainly on the removal of 
those heavy obligations from the 
debtor nations’ balances of pay- 
ments. The recent discussions 
with ‘the British Government: 
through the British Ambassador, 
who has paid to England a 
hurried and brief ‘visit for 
instruction given and taken, have 
put Mr, Roosevelt in the way of 

















grasping the vital points at 
issue. He has, it is noted with 
much satisfaction, shown an 





alert desire to maintain touch 
with France as well as_ with 
Great Britain in this matter. 
There is consequently every 
ground for believing that the 
minds of statesmen on both sides 
of the Atlantic are sufficiently in 
tune to render an admittedly! 
difficult engima more amenable! 
to treatment than-many have 
dared to hope. In assuming so 
heavy a charge to-day Mr. Roost 
velt carries the greatest goodw! 
of the own people, regardless of 
political considerations. He also 
can command the respectful 
solicitude and confidence of the 
outside world. No man. can 
enter upon such a task in any- 
thing but a spirit of humilit 
Mr. Roosevelt would not be what 
he is did he not, feel something 
lof that spirit. So, in tendering 
to him congratulations and fer- 
vent wishes for a successful term 
of his high office, there will be 
a reverent and ‘universal hope 
that he may also be fortified with 
the inspiration on which every 
man, charged with the leadership 
of his fellows, must rely, as well 
as on the more material resour- 
ces placed at his disposal.

TREASURES ARRIVE 


1,054 Cases Brought to Shanghai 





from Pukow 





Shanghai, Mar. 6. 

Having been held up for nearly’ 
‘a month at Pukow on account of the 
government authorities’ uncertainty 
regarding the place of safekeeping, 
1,054 cases of Peking Palace trea 
sures which were brought to Nan-| 
king on February 9 last arrived 
here yesterday on board the China 
Merchants s.8. Kiangtsing. 

‘The Kiangtsing arrived short! 

before noon and berthed alongsl 
the Kingleeyuan "Wharf, French 
Bund. A foree of 100 gendarmes 
were provided for the protection of 
the treasures when the vessel left 
Nanking. Upon. being brought 
here, sures, were taken to} 
the ‘big building at 26 Rue Mon. 
tauban, which formerly housed the 
Lester Chintse Hospital, for safe. 
keeping. 
From carly afternoon till_last| 
ight, coolies were busily engaged 
in’ unloading the valuable cary 
from the ship and re-loading them 
to motor trucks which took them to 
Rue Montauban. At the request of 
Chinese authorities, guards were 
provided by the French Police for 
the building which had been rented 
by its owners for Tis. 8,750 9 
month. 

The treasures brought here yer. 
terday formed only part of those 
sent from the north. In all, 2,118 
huge cases were brought to Nanking 
on February last and of these, 
1.064 cases are now stored in the|
